Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments with respect to the claims have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

1 . Claims 1,11 and 20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 

Kane et al (6,859,174) [newly cited]. 

Kane et al in figures 1-42 disclose a planar antenna assembly mounted on a 
substrate 31 , the assembly including a monopole element 1 1 ,2012' and at least one 
parasitic element 12,1012 grounded to an adjacent ground plane 15,1015 and located 
proximate the monopole element, characterized in that the assembly includes a planar 
conductive member (a horizontal feed terminal line 16, see figures 1-10) adapted to 
function as a signal feed for the antenna, and the parasitic element 12,1012 extends 
from the ground plane 15,1015 towards the monopole element 1 1,2012'. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

3. Claims 16-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Kane et al. 

Kane et al fail to specifically teach the specific bands of operation as 
claimed. However, the specific bands of operation would have been obvious in 
the art. Antennas and their elements are routinely "frequency scaled" and thus 
claims limitations are obvious choices of wide bandwidth and matching variation 
with frequency as of interest. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 2-10, 12-15 and 18-19 are objected to as being dependent upon a 
rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all 
of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
